TOWN MEETING—MARCH 10, 1964 


Minutes of the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Nelson 


March 10, 1964 


The meeting was called to order at 1:50 p.m. by the Mod- 
erator who read the Town Warrant and the following articles 
were voted on. 


ARTICLE 1—To choose all necessary town officers. 


1. Mrs. Maxine Dobson was elected Town Clerk and 
sworn in by the Moderator. 


2. Mr. Kenneth Balch was elected Selectman for 3 years 
and sworn in by the Moderator. 


3. It was moved and seconded that all Town Officers be 
sworn in to their respective offices at one time following 
nominations. 


3. Tax Collector—Mr. Sidney Partridge 

4. Treasurer—Mrs. Florence Tolman 

5. Road Agent—Mr. Clyde Hutchins 

6. Constable—Mr. Francis Driscoll Jr. 

7. Police Officer—Mr. Bernie Pierce 

8. Fire Chief—Mr. Francis Driscoll Jr. 

9. Civil Defense Director—Mr. Kenneth Balch 
10. Trustee of Trust Funds—Miss Helen Towne (3 years)

ALL OFFICERS PRESENT WERE SWORN IN BY THE 
MODERATOR. 
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ARTICLE 2—-It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,710.00 to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 38—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $412.82 as the Town’s share of T. R. A. construction 
costs, the State share being 2,752.00. 





ARTICLE 4--It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,000.00 for the repair of highways and bridges, 
$5,000.00 of which will be for summer maintenance and 
$7,000.00 for winter maintenance. 


ARTICLE 5—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
suin of $600.00 for the purchase of calcium chloride. 


ARTICLE 6—-It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 for the purchase of culverts. 


ARTICLE 7—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $100.00 to help defray the necessary and proper ex- 
penses of Old Home Day and $50.00 for the same purpose for 
Memorial Day. 


AMENDMENT: It was moved and seconded the Town 
raise the sum of $100.00 for Old Home Day and the sum of 
$60.00 for Memorial Day. 


The amendment was adopted and the motion passed. 


ARTICLE 8—-It was voted to raise the sum of $193.00 as 
its fair share of the operating costs of Elliott Community 
Hospital. 


ARTICLE 9—It was voted to raise the sum of $151.26 for 
the support of the Monadnock Region Association. 


ARTICLE 10-—It was voted to raise the sum of $100.00 
for Civil Defense purposes. 


ARTICLE 11—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $350.00 for the construction and maintenance of 
fire trails and water holes. In discussion it was stated that 
dry hydrants would eventually be placed at Tolman Pond 
and Granite Lake. : 


ARTICLE 12—It was voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 for the maintenance of the Fire Depart- 
ment. A report was given by Francis Driscoll. 


ARTICLE 13—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $125.00 for the support of the Town Library. 


ARTICLE 14—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3825.00 for the installation of a heating system in the 
Town Library, it being understood that the Library Trustees 
wil contribute the sum of $300.00 for this project. 


ARTICLE 15—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $600.00 for the further repair and renovation of the 
Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 16—It was voted to raise the sum of $2,000.00 
to be added to the Reserve Fund it being understood that no 
withdrawal may be made from this fund except by vote of 
the Town for the purchase of road equipment. 


ARTICLE 17—It was voted to raise the sum of $300.00 
for the maintenance of the cemetery this sum to be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Cemetery Board on or before May 1, 
1964. 


ARTICLE 18—It was voted to raise the sum of $70.00 to 
be used in conjunction with State and Federal Funds for the 
control of White Pine Blister Rust within the confines of the 
Town. 


ARTICLE 19—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
suin of $1,000.00 for the improvement of certain sections of 
Town Road #65 also known as Lead Mine Road. 


ARTICLE 20—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow on the credit of the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 21—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at public auction to any proper buyer any and all pareels 
of property conveyed to the Town by Tax Collector’s or other 
deeds and to execute, acknowledge, and deliver appropriate 
deeds thereof. 
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ARTICLE 22—Article was amended to read as follows: 
To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of R. S. A. 
41:38 Deputies, which reads as follows “Any collector, being 
authorized by vote of the Town, may appoint deputies, with 
the approvai ot the selectmen, who shall be sworn, have the 
powers of collectors, may be removed at the pleasure of the 
collector, and before entering upon the duties of his office, 
give bond as provided in section 6 of this chapter’’. 

Amendment approved. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 23—To choose one (1) delegate to the Consti- 
tuticnal Convention. It was voted to pass over this article. 


ARTICLE 24—To vote on the question ‘Shall sweepstake 
tickets be sold in this Town’. 


It was voted to pass over this article. 

ARTICLE 25—-New Business. 

Air. Partridge spoke on the advisability of residents using 
their legal address on documents instead of the mailing 
address. He felt that the Town may be losing money oun in- 
terest from dividends on stock investments and savings 
accounts. 

A. motion was made and seconded that next years Town 
Meeting be held at 6:30 in the evening. It was amended to 
read 7:00 o’clock in the evening. 


A written ballot was asked for.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


Pursuant to Article 15 repairs and renovations were ac- 
complished on the Town Hall. These included scraping and 
painting exterior walls, replacing a rotted sill and adding 
four window screens. While the appropriation was for paint- 
ing only, this and the other work were accomplished for a 
sum less than the amount appropriated. 


As required by State Statute, the selectmen accompanied 
by the selectmen of Sullivan walked the common boundary. 
All markers were renewed with the exception of two which 
have long since been lost and flooded. 


For the first time in years the tax rate in Nelson was 
reduced in 1964, while the majority of New Hampshire towns 
increased. The largest single factor contributing to the reduc- 
tion was increased property valuation due to improvement 
and new construction. Other factors were: an excess of school 
funds, additional interest and dividend taxes and Sweep- 
stakes funds. 


Again in 1964 a $2,000.00 principal payment was made 
on the grader note plus normal interest payment. Since the 
first $3,000.00 principal payment was not due until 1965 in De- 
cember, the $4,000.00 paid to date substantially reduced the 
interest due. 


This year, the $2,000.00 voted to the Reserve Fund in Artic- 
le 16 was paid to the Trustees of the fund immediately so that 
the money could begin earning interest as soon as possible. 


The State Conservation Department reported to the Select- 
men that White Pine Blister Rust has been brought under 
eontrol in Nelson. However constant patroling and mainten- 
ance is required to prevent further outbreaks of the disease, 
The appropriation for this purpose will be reduced in 1965, 
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On August 24 the fourth annual summer Town Meeting 
was held to inform and entertain the non-resident supporters 
of Nelson. Due in part to additional advertising attendance 
was improved, the meeting was quite successful and much en- 
joyed by all. A unanimous desire was expressed, by those 
present, that these meetings be continued. Your Board of Se- 
lectmen will undoubtedly continue this practice as long as 
sufficient interest is shown. 


Effective July 1, 1964 the selectmen regretfully accepted 
the resignation of Mrs. Maxine E. Dobson as Town Clerk. 
The Board appointed Mrs. Elizabeth I. Wilder to complete the 
current term. Mrs. Wilder has executed her duties very ef- 
ficiently and effectively. The Selectmen wish to. thank Mrs. 
Wilder for filling the vacaney and for her cooperation. 


Your Board would like to call to the attention of the 
people of Nelson the fact that the vear 1967 will be the 200th 
anniversary of the settlement of the town. The Library con- 
tains a description of the activities celebrating the 150th anni- 
versary in 1917. It would seem most appropriate to this Board 
that recognition should be made of our 200 vears in 1967 and 
that it is not too early to begin planning anv activities that the 
residents feel would be in order. It is therefore the reecommen- 
dation of your Selectmen that action be taken on the Article 
appearing in vour warrant. 


Your Selectmen wish to express their appreciation to the 
other Town Officers for their cooperation and good work and 
to thank those resident and ner-resident Nelsonites who have 
made the Selectmens’ work easier.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Nelson: 
I hereby submit my third annual report. 


STAFF CHANGES: As a result of the resignation of Mrs. 
Judith Sargent in December, 1964, Mr. Guy B. Heath of Swan- 
zey, New Hampshire, was secured as a replacement to teach 
grades four through seven. Mr. Heath received his Bachelor 
of Education degree from Plymouth State College and has 
since earned credits toward his Master’s Degree from Columbia 
and Plymouth. His experience includes five and one-half years 
of elementary teaching in school districts in New Hampshire 
and New York.

The current enrollment shows a total of 57 enrolled in 
erades 1-12. This represents an increase of three over a year 
ago. This increase is reflected in the elementary school. 


Concerning future enrollments, the statistics make no 
allowance for possible repeaters, dropouts, or transfers. Instead, 
they are the result of projecting current information which is 
subject to change at any time. Keeping in mind this limitation, 
it does appear that the trend in Nelson for the next two years 
shows a fairly stable school population. After that, a large 
first grade is anticipated. 


SCHOOL FACILITIES: The Munsonville School continues 
to accommodate our elementary school children most satisfac- 
torily. 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM: Our elementary children 
are being taught by capable teachers using up to date tools 
of learning. The pupils benefit further by a supervised music 
program and a newly instituted system of supervised hand- 


writing. 


An Area School Planning Board together with adminis- 
trators in the area have been studying the feasibility of an ar- 
rangement whereby increased educational benefits may be 
vuaranteed our secondary schoal youth. This group has put in 
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many hours studying all possibilities and it is hoped will 
ultimately recommend a proposal which will best meet the 
needs of our young people at the most reasonable cost. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and parents, the School Board, and the patrons 
of our school for their understanding and cooperation.
